Ju ne 10, the famo us statue by Bartho l­ 
di, o f “ Liberty Enlightening the 'Wo rld." 
was receiv ed at New Yo rk, 
The French 
v essel, with the statue o n bo ard, was es- 
! co rted up the bay to Bedlo e’s island with 
! a nu mber o f United States men-o f--w ar 
! and o ther v essels, and a io rinal receptio n 
! was giv en the French co mmittee, by a 
I nu mber « d' di-tinguised citizens o f New' 
! Yo rk, headed by the mayo r. The statue. 
: when the pedestal is co mplete, is to stand 
o n Bedlo e’s island—hereafter to be kno wn 
as Liberty island—at the entrance 
New' Yo rk harbo r. It is said that the idea 
o f rearing a co lo ssal staute 
here, to 
symbo lize America's message o f liberty 
to the wo rld, first o ccurred to the sculp- ! 
to r. Bartho ldi, when he sailed up New | 
Yo rk bay o n a .v isit to this co untry in 
1870. 
Oil his return to France he sug­ 
gested to hisjfriends his idea o f such a 
statue to be presented by the French na­ 
tio n to theJUnited States.' The idea was 
receiv ed with great fav o r, and so rapidly 
did subscriptions come .ih that in 1883 
the sculptor began*work upon his great 
statu e. 
M. Bartholdi superv ised ev ery 
step of the work, which; 
not only a 
labpr of many y ears, but dtre full o f . dffi- 


themselv es, seem 
they been o v erlo o ked, o nly a few years, 
co mparativ ely, wo uld hav e been suffi­ 
cient ta destro y the beauty and perma­ 
nence o f the wo rk. 
One was that the 
heat o f the sun. which wo uld expand the 
metal, and pull it all o ut o f shape; and 
the o ther was the sea-breeze, which by 
intruding salt mo isture wo uld render 
ev ery jo inting o f co pper and iro n a small 
electric battery and slo wly co rro de the 
two metala, and crumble them into dust. 
Tlu* framewo rk o f iro n and the co pper 
co v ering, tho ugh securely fastened to ­ 
gether, are so co nstructed that the bo lts 
jo ining them slip as the o utside metal ex­ 
pands in the ho t sun. and slip back again 
when it co ntracts in the co ld. 
To pre­ 
v ent the generatio n o f electricity, a pad­ 
ding o f no n-co nductiblc substance is to 
be inserted at ev ery bo lt and riv et so that 
the metals canno t co me in co ntact with 
each o ther. 
This statue is a free gift o f respect and 
go o d will fro m the peo ple o f France to 
tho se« o f America. The pedestal o n which 
the statue is to be raised is to be built 
with funds raised in this co untry by pri­ 
v ate subscriptio n. 
It is no t yet co m­ 
plete, fo r all the mo ney needed has no t 
been raised, but the wo rk o f co llectio n is 
still go ing o n, and do ubtless the needed 
amo unt w 11 so o n be o n hand. 
Many 
citizens <>f wealth hav e co ntributed large 
sums, but the aid o f all is inv ited, and 
small subscriptio ns are especially desired, 
in o rder that many perso ns may share in 
the ho no r o f so no ble a wo rk. 
Bartho ldi’s great “Liberty” statue may 
well rank amo ng the wo nders o f the 
wo rld, fo r in design and achiev ement it is 
a marv el o f sublime co nceptio n no bly 
wro ught o ut. 
It is in ev ery way wo rthy 
o f the grand idea it is meant to symbo l­ 
ize, and no higher praise co uld be acco rd­ 
ed it.
